Four Charged In Local 


Drug Case 


Last Friday morning, the 
Elba police arrested four young 
men in their middle and late 
teens for reportedly conspir- 
ing to buy and/or sell a pound 
of marijuana. All four have 
been charged with conspiracy to 
commit a felony. 

The incident began to. unfold 
when an unidentified informer 
told police a load of marijuana 
was coming to Elba High School 
on Friday morning. From this 
informer, the police knew the 


individuals involved on both’ 


sides of the shady deal. 

The local police and the 
county sheriff’s department set 
up surveillance at the point 
where both sides were supposed 
to ‘meet. At the appointed time 
the officers observed one of 
the individuals supposed to be 
doing the purchasing meeting 
the parties from Enterprise re- 
portedly bringing in the dope. 

They saw no marijuana pas- 
sed at this time. The parties 
sat in the visiting car for about 
10 minutes and then the Elba 
High Schoo] student went back 
into the school building. 

Law officers then followed 
the car as it left and started 
back toward Enterprise. While 
still in the city limits this car 
was stopped for reckless driv- 
ing. A consent search was made 
of the vehicle and the individual 
at this time. No marijuana 
was found at this time. A more 
complete search of the indi- 
vidual at the police station re- 
vealed $148 in cash hidden in 
his undershorts. This is the 
amount the police had been 
told would be charged for one 


pound of marijuana. 

The two local high school 
youths were then taken to the 
local police station. After com- 
plete questioning, it was con- 
cluded from the boys’ state- 
ments that they had planned to 
buy and sell marijuana, which 
is a felony. 

Elba police officers stated 
Tuesday morning that the four 
will be charged in city court 
with Conspiracy to Commit a 
Felony. 


According to the story pieced 
together by the police, the deal 
made Friday morning was for 
delivery of a pound of the mari- 
juana at a later date because 
the seller didn’t have any at 
the previously appointed time. 

Elba police investigator Ross 
said Monday, “Drugs are avail- 
able to any class and any age 
group.” He continued with, “It 
has been our experience in the 
past to note that the 14, 15 and 
16-year-olds have been experi- 
menting with these illegal 
drugs.” 

“Asking to seea list ofnames 
or depending on someone totell 
the parents is not the answer to 
the drug problem,” says Rosg. 
He credits the bulk of the prob- 
lem on lack of involvement with 
children.

Did The Oil Companies Cause 
The Energy Crisis?

The energy crisis seems ¢ 
be the subject most people are 
talking aboutthese days. People 
are asking questions: Is there 
really a shortage of oil? Is 
the shortage intentionally caus 
ed by the big oil companies 
How severe is the shortage 
How will the economy be af 
fected? How long will the 
shortage last? 


I don't propose to have 
answers, but as a represti- 
tative of the people, I do know 
and listen to what people are 
Saying Some say that the 
current energy crisis has many 
of the earmarks of a planned 
crisis that went wrong. Many 
people believe that the oil com- 
panies were aware that 95 per 
cent as much oil for a little 
while could be parlayed into 
125 or 150 percent as much 
money, plus a fairly free hand 
in handling petroleum affairs 
Thus, without any real col 
lusion, each company could see 
its medium and long-term in 
terests best served by merely 
not trying too hard to build new 
domestic refineries, not too 
actively supporting efforts to 
develop new clean fuels from 
coal and oil shale, ete. 

Whether or not this is actu 
ally the case, I do not know. 
But, it is obvious that the 
American people have never 
been so disillusioned or bom 
barded with conflicting facts 
from high officials in govern- 
ment and industry. The Am- 
erican public has become skep- 
tical of almost everything, and 
the oil industry’s credibility 
has fallen victim to this skep- 
ticism. The oil industry will 
not be able to gain public con- 
fidence until it is able to con- 
vince the people that it is not 
making excess profits and cap- 
italizing on the energy short 
age. 

It is interesting to note that 
the government has finally stop- 


turned or are turning except

It 
was also recently revealed that 
the C.LA. is monitoring theam 
ount of oi] exported to the U.S 
Unless the government is able 
to get a full accounting of the 
Situation from the oil compa 
nies and from first hand in 
Spection, we may see legisla 
tion that would demand full 
disclosure of oil industry data 
from that on the size of under 
ground reservoirs to thatonthe 
cost of trucking gasoline to the 
Service stations 

As for how a projonged sh 
ortage will affect the economy 
and the individual, we already 
have an example. Whenthe auto 
manufacturers began to lay off 
employees because the demand 
for big cars was down, this 
action was felt all down the line 
This occur's not only because the 
automotive industry makes upa 
large part of the U.S. and world 
economy, but because many of 
the parts which gointo the mak 
ing Of a car are manufactured 
by other leading indrstries. 
some of which are themselves 
being directly affected by the 
energy shortage. If this domi 
no-like “action continues, we can 
look for higher nationwide un 
employment, rising inflation 
and possible recession. At this 
time though, it is difficult to say 
just how severe the shortage is 
or how much the economy will 
suffer or how long these ad- 
verse effects will last. 

Finally, I hope events will 
prove that this energy crisis 
was not contrived and faith 
can be restored in the oil in- 
dustry. I hate to think that 
we may have multi-national oil 
corporations with no  inter- 
national conscience manipulat- 
ing the world’s oil supply, but 
only time will tell,

A survey is presently being 
made of fuel and energy re- 
quirements for farming opera- 
tions in Coffee County. This 
survey is to determine the fuel 
and energy needs for persons 
or firms engaged in agricul- 
tural production. That includes 
commercial farming, dairy, 
livestock and fishing activities, 
and services directly related 
to the planting, cultivation, har- 
vesting, processing and distri- 
bution of fiber, tobacco and 
food intended for human con- 
sumption and animal feed. 

Fuels are presently being 
made available to users of 
middle distillate fuels and pro- 
pane gas under mandatory al- 
location programs. Gasolineis 
being allocated under a volun- 
tary allocation program. It is 
anticipated that stricter regu- 
Ip*ions on the allocation of fuels 
will replace these allocation 


to the New Brockton Fourth 
Grade, Monday afternoon, Nov- 
ember 19th.

John Richburg, District 
Conservationist for the SCS, 
in New Brockton, presented a 
talk featuring slides taken of 
areas here in our county which 
are badly eroded. Among the 
pictures were some very deep 
gullies, some taken before any 
action to stop the erosion, and 
some taken after gully stabil- 
ization measures were imple- 
mented. 

Richburg stressed the ad- 
vantages of contour farming, 
and the pictures gave the chi- 
ldren a better insight to 4 
subject which is fairly new to 
them. An aerial picture of 


burg stated, was caused by the 
silt deposits that washed into 
this river from smaller stre- 
ams and fields. Mr. Richburg 
went on further to explain to 
the children that fish-life can- 
not produce when the water is 
“polluted” with mud. 

The Coffee County Soil and 
Water Conservation District 
presented to each child in the

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YEAST BREADS DEMONSTRA- 
TION 

With the cost of bread rising, 
you may be interested in learn- 
ing to make homemade bread. 
If so, you will want to attend 
the special yeast bread demon- 
Stration on Monday night, Jan- 
uary 21, 7:00p.m., atthe County 
Extens sion Office in New Brock- 
ton.

PRUNING 

To do a good job of prun- 
ing, first cut out dead, dis- 
eased and weak, twiggy growth. 
Then cut out or shorten bran- 
ches, shoots or twigs that are 
going in the wrong direction, 
getting out of bounds or crowd- 
ing and crossing over others. 

To finish pruning, thin where 
necessary for even spacing, 
ease in spraying and maintain- 
ing moderate growth. Moderate 
pruning each year causes good 
annual growth and leaf produc- 
tion. 

When you prune, cut back to 
aside shoot, branchor bud. And 
make the cuts close so that 
stubs won’t be left. On trees 
where limbs over one and one- 
half to two inches in diameter 
are cut off, cover the cut with 
a tree-wound dressing. 

Remove large, heavy limbs 
carefully to avoid splitting and 


tearing the trunk. It is best 
to make an under-cut about 
half-way through the limb sey- 
eral inches from the trunk. 
Then, make a second cut far- 
ther from the trunk. This al- 
lows the limb to break off 
without damaging the trunk. 
Finally, make a third cut close 
to the trunk and finish the job 
by DeaUns with a wound com- 
pound. 


COST OF PACKAGING 
For every $20 you spent for 
groceries in 1970, $1.80 went to 


pay for the packages. That 
sounds like a lot of money to 
spend for something you throw 
away, but many factors affect 
the cost of packaging foods 

For low-price items, the cost 
of the package is often high in 
relation to the cost of the pro- 
duct. For instance, the pack- 
age cost on a tube of toothpas- 
te may be as high as 60 to 70 
percent of the cost of the pro- 
duct, But the packaging cost 
for a high-price item like a 
television set may be only two 
or three percent of the price 
paid. Foods are low-price 
items and packaging costs are 
often a large part of the price 
you pay. 

The relative cost of pack 
aging is greater for small it 
ems than for large ones, Sugar 
bought in a 50-pound bag has 
only a small part of the price 
tied up in the package. The 
same sugar in individual serv 
ing packets will have 50 percent 
of the price caused by the pack- 
age. This is one of the rea 
sons that the big size is often 
the economy size. 


COUPONS 2 

Do the coupons you find in 
magazines or in the mail rea- 
lly save you money? Does 
“seven cents off” on a certain 
detergent actually save seven 
cents on vour total bill? If 
you’re brand conscious and 
wouldn’t buy anything but a cer- 
tain brand, the coupon does save 
you money. 

But today most ofus are most 
cost conscious. And whenevery 
cent counts, we compare costs 
each time. Subtract the cou- 
pon value from the cost of the 
specified product. Then com- 
pare its cost to all other.pro- 
ducts. If there isn’t a better 
buy, use the coupon. But if 
there is a product for less, 
buy it and ignore the coupon 
since it won’t really be saving 
you any money.

YOUR PERSONAL 
ENERGY CRISIS 


If you're overweight, you have 
a personal energy crisis — but in 
reverse, Instead of having too 
little energy available, you have 
too much, 

How's that, you say? 

It is quite simple. You are eat- 
ing more than you need, So your 
body stores the excess energy 
from your food as body fat. Just 
the opposite of society’s need for 
more energy fuels thah seem to 
be available, you've been stashing 
energy away and then not using 
it. So you are fat! 

Home-made Gasoline 

I read not long ago of a man 
who claimed he had a home pro- 
cess for making high octane gaso- 
line in his garage from all kinds 
of garbage, grass clippings, and 
other waste stuff. As long as it 
was organic in origin, he ground 
it up into some kind of a “soup,” 
then put the mix through a re- 
finery process and got gasoline he 
could use in his car. And re- 
cently, University of Mlinois 
scientists found a profitable way 
to convert garbage into methane 
gas which can be used for fuel. 

I mention this here because it 
is true that all living matter, ani- 
mal or plant, offers energy. 

Thus we should realize that our 
food truly is a source of energy, 
as well as of nutrients we must 
have regularly for maintenance 
and repair of our bodies. And we 
simply should not abuse our 
bodies by feeding ourselves more 
than we need, 

Another way of making the 
point is to remind ourselves that 
there surely is an energy crisis 
in .any parts of the world where 
they do not have enough food. 
Even among Americans who don't 
have enough to eat. 

Whatever you do this winter, 
don't subscribe to the idea that 
you need more food to keep you 
warm just because you've turned 
your thermostat down in response 
to pleas to save energy. In fact 


BR — and this may astonish you — 


it takes more calories to keep 
cool in the summer than to keep 
warm in the winter 


Tests With Soldiers 

When I was in charge of U.S. 
Army nutrition research, we 
found this to be true— through 
tests with soldiers based from the 
Equator to the Arctic Poles 

The reason is, in winter we 
wear clothes sufficient to make us 
comfortable, But in hot weather, 
it takes extra energy just to keep 
you cool, even though you prob- 
ably are wearing lighter clothes 
Air conditioning, of course, helps 
But it does so only by using elec 
trical energy. 

You may want to don a sweater 
more often this winter. It will be 
good if you exercise more. Exer- 
cise for its own sake, or chores 
around the house will do. And 
walk more, rather than ride 

I can't prove it, of course. But 
I believe if most Americans only 
ate the amount of food that is 
zeod for them, perhaps there 
would be a direct saving of food 
energy simply because less food 
would then be distributed for our 
misuse.

Fuel Transfer 


Devices To Be 


installed 


Public Safety Director, Col. 
E. C. Dothard, and Highway and 
Traffic Safety Coordinator ,Col 
Bob Simpson, has announced the 
purchase of 300 fuel transfer 
devices, to be installed on State 
Trooper cars, enabling them to 
transfer gasoline from _ the 
Trooper’s car toa stranded 
motorist. 

Col. Dothard said, “The pur- 
chase of these devices has a 
two-fold purpose: to assistthe 
Stranded motorist when he is 
out of fuel; and to prevent him 
from hauling gasoline in the 
trunk of his vehicle.” 

The device, consisting of a 
T-valve and a_ fifteen-foot, 
plastic hose, is permanently 
installed on the fuel line near 
the carburetor of the Troop- 
er’s car and works as follows 
the trooper car is parked be 
hing the stranded vehicle and 
the hose from the device is 
inserted into the fuel tank of 
the stranded vehicle The 
trooper then opens the T-valve 
for three minutes, during which 
time one gallon of gasoline will 
be transferred 
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bustion engines in anything 
from helicopters to jeeps to 
the general's staff car. It was 
found that a blend of 40 per 
cent crank case oil to 60 per 
cent No. 5 fuel oil would burn 
efficiently 

According to Guy Dunnavant, 
Chief, Utilities and Pollution 
Control Division, the use of 
crank case oil will bring about 
a 2l-cent savings per gallon 
on fuel oil as well as reusing 
an energy source thatnormally 
would have gone to waste 

They have approximately 
40,000 gallons of this crank 
case oil on hand and are trying 
to get all such oil available 
They pick up the oil in 55 gal- 
lon drums or ask that it be de- 
livered to the storage area in 
the Firefighter Training Area 
on Dilly Branch Road The 
drums of oil should not be 
contaminated with extraneous 
cleaning fluids 

As well as all the work with 
recycling” oil, the depart- 
ment has two coal burning heat 
ing plants, currently not in use 
due to air pollution laws, that 
could be put into use on a 
short notice should circum- 
stances require

Beetle Control 


Ranger Drewery of the Ala 
bama_ Forestry Commission 
has just issued a report that 
the southern pine beetle is still 
active in Coffee County 

“Because of the continued 
presence of the beetle in some 
areas of the county, aerial 
flights are being made to de- 
tect the extent of the infesta- 
tion,” said Ranger Drewery, 
“and the landowners involved 
will be contacted.” 

To insure that all infested 
trees are controlled, Drewery 
announced that the Forestry 
Commission has again initia- 
ted the program of subsidy 
payment contracts. 

“Some small spots of beetle 
damage are not being cut, due 
to the remoteness and rough 
topography,” Ranger Drewery 
explained, “but a subsidy pay- 
ment will be made for cutting 
the qualifying infested spots 
so that we can control these 
remote areas.”
